Consensus of residents pre­ 
sent were that not only plumb­ 
ing, but many other faulty in­ 
stallations were made in the 
Senness homes .

The group informed both 
Moore and Dresser that some­ 
where along the line someone 
slipped up In giving the 435 
homes a thorough inspection.

J. B. John summed this point 
up: "We're not trying to place 
the blame on anyone.
